that year the railroad's tax bill was

Mr. Dawes declared that 
the disparity between the position of 
national banks and state and private 
banks and other financial institutions 
m ust be removed through more lib­

W ashington, Dec. 2— Presid< nt Coo­ 
lidge is going to make history tomor­ 
row wh?n he leaves W ashington for 
the first w estern trip he has mad** 
sin te he entered the W hite House 
seventeen m onths ago. 
The president is going to Chicago 
to m ake a couple cf speeches and in­ 
spect a livestock show. 
There w ill be no special train, no 
special cars in the ordinary sense of 
the term, no special diner and no spe­ 
cial schedule. 
The president of the United States 
is going to travel as an ordinary pas­ 
senger in the (haw ing room end of an 
ordinary 
Pullman car, according to 
present plans, disclosed today. 
Secret service men, newspaper cor­ 
respondents, secretaries and stenog­ 
raphers will m ake up the president's 
party and be quartered as any other 
casual 
passengers. 
The party will 
fill one car to overflowing, but it 
will not be a special car in the ordin­ 
ary sense. 
It probably will be placed 
mid train and there will be nothing 
to prevent passengers from passing 
through the presidential car enroute 
back to tho observation car on th** 
rear.

The com m ittee urges standardiza­ 
tion of speed regulations throughout 
the country,, with a provision 
that 
speed in excess of 35 m iles an hour 
iu rural areas shall 
be 
considered 
prima fa d e evidence of reckless driv­ 
ing and that tho burden of proof of 
its reasonableness shall rest upon the 
operator. The com m ittee's report will 
be presented at the m eeting of the 
conference here Dec. 15. 
In discussing 
the 
advantages 
of 
m aintaining a speed average for all 
vehicles on heavily traveled roads, 
the com m ittee declares that the ex­ 
cessively slow vehicle may be as seri­ 
ous a menace to traffic as the speed 
maniac. 
In this respect, however, it 
deem s education preferable to legisla­ 
tion. 
Standardization of rules governing 
the conduct of travelers on the high­ 
ways and examination for licensing 
of all vehicle operators, with a ban 
on the m entally or physically unfit, 
as well as persons under 16 years of 
age and those who can not read Eng­ 
lish, also are urged by the com m ittee.
